BRAZEAU GAVE GOOD TALK 


AT SUNDAY EVENING CLTJB 


Speaking on "The Courts and 


the People," Atty. Theo. W. Brazeau 
gave a very good talk before the Sun- 
day Evening Club last Sunday. Mr. 
Brazeau explained that the courts 
were not autocratic as the American 
Federation of Labor had declared at 
their national convention at Atlan- 
tic City, but were the foundation of 
the American system of government. 
He mentioned the criticism of the 
courts, explaining that the courts 
cannot leg»slate ' but interpret 
the 


law. 
Speaking of the value of the 


injunction Mr. Brazeau told how the 
I. W. W.'s had used it against the 
Hod Carriers union in Boston. 
The 


constitutions of the state and of the 
nation, Mr. Brazeau explained, are 
the fundemental laws of the land and 
when a court finds a law unconstitu- 
tional it is because it conflicts with 
the constitution of some state or with 
that of,the nation. He spoke quite 
lengthly on the prosecution of the 
labor leaders using as an example the 
Mooney case, showing that Mooney 
was not a labor leader.

"From Julv IS to November 11 the 
amount of work done was such that no pnuse would be great enough, Miss 
.Stimson says. "It was not at all uncommon for nurses to work from 14 to IS 
•un.rs a day for weeks at a time, and some hospitals with only 70 or 80 
nurses cared for patients to the number of 2,100. 
One hospital had 5,000 


patients at one timo with 70 nurses to care for them. Ofhcers. nurses and men 
worked tlicmsflves to their limit of physical endurance, and that limit was 
beyond any which might be expected of human beings.' 


On armistice day 184.421 American soldiers, sick and wounded, were in 


hospitals, and there was a shortage of 0,925 nurses. The records showed that 
the "pr-ak" of wounded was actually reached at Mesves Center on November 
16 where 20,130 patients were taken into ten hospitals, with 394 nurses as- 
signed. Lack of transportation facilities was the cause of this shortage.

SENATE AND HOUSE WILL PASS 


CUiWMINS AND 
ESCH BILLS 


"BEFORE VERY LONG. 


COINCIDE IN MANY RESPECTS 


Both Seek to Prevent Strikes—Former 


Provides for Creation of Federal 


. Transportation 
Board, 
but 
This 


May Be Changed.

Washington.—Congress as a whole 


is about ready to tackle the railroad 
problem. In due time the, senate will 
pass a bill which will bear the name 
of Senator Cummins of Iowa, chair- 
man of the committee on interstate 
commerce, and the house will pass n 
bill which will bear the nume of Rep- 
resentative Each of-Wisconsin, chair- 
raau of the committee on interstate 
and foreign commerce. These bills as 
they will go to the respective legisla- 
tive branches will in some respects 
be identical, but there will be substan- 
tial differences which will have to be 
ironed out In conference. 


It seems reasonably certain now 


that the principal difference will be- 
that the senate bill will contain a pro- 
vision for the creation.of a transpor- 
tation board which will take over the 
administrative functions of the inter- 
state commerce commission and leave 
the commission the rate-making pow- 
ers which it now has. The house bill 
in Its present form does not contain 
any provision for the creation of a 
transportation board, and a majority 
of the members of the house commit- 
tee on interstate and foreign com- 
merce have expressed themselves in 
favor of conferring on the interstate 
commerce commission full authority 
In the matter of the regulation of the 
railroads. 
. . 


The senate hill proscribes a definite 


rule for rate making find makes pro- 
vision for the distribution of excess 
earnings. The bill provides that the 
interstate commerce commission shall 
prescribe rates that will yield 5V6 Ppr 
cent on the aggregate property value 
oC railroads in a given rate-making 
group. To this may be added one-half 
of 1 per cent for unproductive im- 
provements. 
Should any road earn 


more thiin G per cent on the value of 
its property the excess earning would 
be divided equally between the car- ! 
rier earning the money and a contin- 
gent fund in the transportation board. 


Both Provide Against Strikes. 


Both bills as they will go from the 


committees to congress for considera- 
tion will contain provisions designed 
to prevent the transportation systems 
from beintr tied up by a nation-wide' 
strike. 
The senate committee has 


voted to insert In its bill a provision 
making it unlawful for railroad em- 
ployees to strike. ' The house commit- 
tee has gone only so far as to provide 
for the creation of a tribunal which 
would have the fin;\l word in disputes 
between the employer and 
the 
e"m- 


ployee. 
One of the matters still in 


controversy is as to whether legisla- 
tion shall be attempted which will to 
liny extent abridge the authority of 
the states over intrastate rates and fhe 
regulation of purely intrastate com- 
merce. 


Both bills in their present 
form 


contain provisions designed to stabil- 
ize the rate 
situation 
during 
the 


period Immediately following the sur- 
render of federal control. There is 
little doubt that the final .bill will 
contain a provision that existing rates 
—interstate and 'intrastate—shall re- 
main in effect until changed by either 
the interstate commerce commission 
or the state commissions. 


The final bill as passed will greatly 


enlarge the regulatory powers of the 
government over matters relating to 
car service, terminals, pooling of facil- 
ities, etc. If a transportation board is 
created those regulatory functions will 
,be vested in it; if the interstate com- 
merce commission remains as the sole 
regulatory body, bureaus 
and sub- 


divisions will have to be created by it 
to take care of additional work. 


It is practically certain that if a 


transportation board is not created 
the membership of the interstate com 
merce commission will be increased 
from ulne to eleven or thirteen mem- 
bers. 
Congress is confronted with a 


somewhat widespread demand that 
the government shall "surrender the 
railroads to their owners at the end of 
this calendar year. The railroad com- 
missioners of the various states who 
met. in annual convention in Indian- 
apolis recently adopted a resolution j 
asking that the transfer be made at 
: 


the end of the year, and congress al- . 
ways gives consideration to a resolu- 
tion with the states behind It in such 
an expressive way. 
But there' are 


mauy obtsacles in the way of dispos- 
ing of the railroad legislation between i 
now and January 1. 
| 


To Extend Vocational Training. 
Further extension of the educa- 


tional activities of the federal gov- 
ernment is provided by congressional 
legislation 
now nearing the finish- 


ing singes. 
Just before the United 


States entered the war congress made 
provision for vocational education for 
normal people, in co-operation -with 
the states. Under that legislation large 
sums are now being spent annually 
for vocational educational work, the 
government paying one-half the ex- 
pense and the state, if it c-hooses to 


co-operate, the other half of tho 
pense In that particular state. The 
war made it necessary to broaden the 
original vocational education net, BO 
as to make special provision for the 
rehabilitation 
and education of dis- 


abled soldiers. That work Is also be- 
ing carried on extensively, and the ex- 
pense of it is all being borne by U>* 
federaUgovernroent. 


The new step provides for vocational 


training for disabled'persons In indus- 
try, including agriculture, trade, com 
merce, manufacturing, mining, trans- 
portation and the mechanical arts. Ir 
this new legislation, as in the orlgina 
vocational training legislation, the fed- 
eral government and the states are to 
co-operate. Of course the'federal gov- 
ernment cannot compel the states to 
co-operate. 
It will be optional with 


any state whether It shall enter Into 
an arrangement with the federal gov 
ernment to look out for persons dis- 
abled in any of the industries enu- 
merated. In case a state desires to co- 
operate in the work it will pay half 
the expensfi- 


Many Disabled In Industry. 


The military records 
show that 


there were in round numbers 264,000 
casualties in the United States arm 
during the recent war. 
The federal 


bureau of statistics finds that there 
are in this country at the present time 
some 280,000 persons who were dir 
abled 
while employed in Industr; 


This number does not include persons 
who suffer disabilities from street ac- 
cidents, train- accidents, accidents on 
farms, in homes and in sundry othe 
places. It is estimated that the total 
number of disabled persons in this 
country at any one time is much larger 
from civil life than from the military 
casualties In Europe during the recent 
war. 


The administration of the new voca 


tional act is to be lodged in the exist- 
ing federal board of vocational educa- 
tion. 
The bill as it has passed the 


house appropriates ?500,000 for the fis- 
cal year ending June 30, 1020; $750,000 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
in^l and $1,000,000-for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1922, The legislation 
contemplates an annual appropriation 
of 51,000,000 after June 30. 1923. There 
is a provision which authorizes the fed 
er;>l vocational hoard to receive gifts 
and donations from either public or 
private sources. 
This provision wa 


put in because some wealthy persons 
had expressed a desire to contribute 
to a fund for rehabilitation work of 
this character 


The senate last June passed a bill 


somewhat: similar to the bill which ha 
just passed the house and it is rea- 
sonable to assume that since both 
branches of the legislative body have 
expressed themselves in favor of this 
new kind of vocational legislation, it 
will not be difficult to reconcile the 
conflicting provisions of the two bills. 


Final Action on Treaty Near. 


Ratification of fhe treaty of peace 


with Germany by the United States 
senate seems to be near at hand 
The recent test votes in the sen- 
ate 
have 
indicated 
clearly 
that 


body's desire to embody what it deems 
appropriate reservations in the reso- 
lution of ratification. It may take sev- 
eral weeks to bring about an agree- 
ment on the number of reservations 
and their phraseology, but it seems to 
be settled as well as anything can be 
settled in advance of formal action 
Unit the treaty will be ratified witn 
reservations. 


Many of the senators are expressing 


a desire that the final vote shall be 
reached not later than November 10. 
It will be the policy of the senate so 
to frame the reservations- as not to re- 
quire .the return of the treaty to the 
peace conference. It will be necessary 
for the government of the United 
States, acting through its state de- 
partment, to submit the reservations 
to the various signatories to the treaty 
for their approval. It is very general- 
ly believed that, since the reserva- 
tions will in no sense change Hie lan- 
guage of the treaty, the other signa- 
tories will agree to them. 


Of course' the senate may choose to 


debate the proposed reservations for 
several weeks, but every effort is be- 
ing made by the more influential of 
the senators to obtain a gentleman's 
agreement to the effect that debate 
shall be limited. The senate as a whole, 
for the first time since the treaty was 
submitted to it- on the tenth of last 
July is showing a keen interest to 
finish with it. This is due In part, sen- 
ators say, to the fact that the senate 
itself has tired of the subject, and in 
part to a somewhat widespread de- 
mand from out over the count'-y that 
the treaty be disposed of. 


• Might Be At a Disadvantage. 


There is yet another reason that' Is 


having some influence on the senate, 
and it is the knowledge that Great 
Britain. France and Italy have ratified 
the treaty and can put it into effect 
as to themselves any day by filing 
their notices of ratification in Paris. 
It is asserted that the United States, 
since it intends to accept the treaty, 
would be placed at some disadvantage 
if the treaty should go into'effect as 
to those three major nations in Europe 
before it became effective as to this 
country. 


Congress as a whole is more de- 


termined than ever to retain a consid- 
erable authority in connection with the 
administration of the peace treaty and 
the work of the League of Nations. It 
will take this authority through legis- 
lation which is now being prepared. 
It has been finally decided that leg- 
islation shall provide that no appoint- 
ments under tho treaty are to be made 
without the approval of the senate. 
This rule will even be made to apply 
to the United States members of the 
League of Nations. 


The Loving Cup. 


The origin of the loving cup is 


hazy. Some investigators have assert- 
ed that its beginning was the wassail 
bowl., belonging to festivities 
ante- 


dating the Christian era, and that on 
the advent of Christianity the custom 
of wassailing assumed a religious as- 
pect. The monks called the wassail 
bowl the "pocalum caritatis" (loving 
blip). The ceremony of drinking from 
one cup and passing it around was 
observed at the Jewish pascal supper 
and on other notable occasions.

p-u-ts^of the United States—from the forests of 
M-iino and westward ns far as Nebraska and 
southward to the lower parts of Mexico'. Gonzalo 
Fernandex di> Ovledo, the Spanish historian, who 
wrote many books about the West Indies, printed 
a description of Hie wild turkey at Toledo in the 
•year !•"-"• He had seen the males In the gobbling 
season and supposed they were peacocks. 


Thus Oviedo brought the turkey into literature. 


But if the records are reliable, it .was Alejandro 
GeriMini 
an Italian and the Roman Catholic 


bishop of Santo Domingo, who introduced the 
turkey into Kurope. 
A letter lie wrote in 1523 


mentions that he bad sent a pair of turkeys to 
a friend in Home. 
The domestication of the bird, however, was 


lm.il-'lit about by the Spaniards, whose naviga- 
tors took it home In their queer little ships and 
localized it In "European barnyards," as John 
I'lske states the case. This happened in 1530. 


Ki"hty years later Christopher Newport, the 


lender 'of "the expedition that founded James-- 
town in Virginia, sailed back to England. With 
him he took a large quantity of yellow snncl that 
he thought was gold, and several coops of wild 
turkeys "the first," again to quote John Fiske, 
"that'ever graced an English bill of fare." 
The 


sand was found to be valueless, but the turkeys 
livocl and multiplied ancl became a source of large 
profit to British farmers. 


During the reign of Charles I, king of England, 


the prices of many things .were regulated'hy law. 
Hume, the historian, says a turkey cock brought 
four shillings and six pence, $1.12; a turkey hen 
three shilling, or 75 cents, and a goose two shill- 
ings, or 50 cents. A pheasant cock sold for .$1.50. 
a 'pheasant hen for S1.25 and a partridge for 25 
cents. 
Turkeys then were a novelty in Great 


Britain. 


About 7,000.000 turkeys are grown yearly in 


this country.

Missouri Is second, '11110015 third. 


Iowa fourth, Ohio fifth and Indiana sixth. 
An 


ordinary western turkey weighing 12 pounds used 
to sell for about $3.36 at retail in the eastern 
markets. As to its cost this Thanksgiving—your 
guess is as good as anybody's. 


Mr. Ilhenny will tell you that wild turkeys live 


In the regions where they are born. If they go 
away, it is for the reason that there is a shortage 
of food In the territory constituting their natural 
range. 
After feeding they will return to their 


okl homes. 
During the 60 years that Mr. Jordan spent in 


hunting ancl studying wild turkeys, lie never saw 
or heard of one that died a natural death. "Nor," 
he said, "have I heard of any disease or epidemic 
among them." 
Blackhead, a common distemper 


among domestic turkeys, has baffled the doctors, 
so far, ancl In regions has made the production of 
turkeys not only" unprofitable but practically out 
of the question. 


Tlie mother turkey of the woods keeps her 


children under control and at her side until mid- 
winter. 
By that time the brood is full grown. 


The young gobblers, Mr. Mcllhenny says, then 
leave'their mothers and sisters.and form bachelor 
clubs amonir themselves. 


Turkey society in the forests, from December 


until early in the spring, is made up of three di- 
visions—the old hens and young hens; the young 
gobblers, -and the old-gobblers. 
At mating time, 


in March, there is a reunion. It is then that the 
old gobblers strut and' gobble and call to their 
plural wives as well us to the hunters. 


At the moment the hens begin to set, the old 


gobblers, in couples and groups up to 20, again 
sequester themselves from 
all 
but their own 


society. 
So they live, summer, autumn and win- 


ter 
They never fight except when they are show- 


ing off to the ladies and then their combats are 
not mortal. 
The rules

turkey ranching in Texas and California on a 
grind scale, the old farm must still be relied 
upon for most of our Thanksgiving and Christmas 
turkeys, says' James Hamilton Byrd in Grit. On 
thousands upon thousands of farms, ns a side 
issue to her regular work, it is common practice 
for the farm wife to keep a half a dozen or per- 
haps a dozen turkey hens and a gobbler from 
which to raise a flock of 40 to 50 turkeys.

ing1. Then comes the brooding season. 
By Octo- 


beT 1 the young turkeys have grown to be big, 
rangy birds, so now the fattening or finishing 
process Is begun. Little do ttiey know as they are 
being fed more and more of the farmer's corn 
every night of the diabolical intentions of their 
master's better half. Ten days or. two weeks be- 
fore marketing they are literally feasted on grain 
—stuffed three or four times a day—until just be- 
fore the enactment of the tragedy of. their young 
careers they should be as fat as butter balls.

Although turkey ranching in Texas and Cali- 


fornia lias almost reached the proportions of a 
new and spectacular industry, by far the greater 
number of turkeys are raised on the farms of the 
middle West—Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Kentucky, 
Missouri and Iowa. 
New England, long famous 


for its turkeys, raises comparatively few, al- 
thou"h its reputation still lingers. 
Some of the 


hi" turkey i-auches have a thousand or more tur- 
keys a«ci some of the turkey drives to market 
are most extraordinary sights'. The flocks of the 
middle West are usually less than; a hundred. 
Still 50 to 75 fine gobblers and hens weighing 
from 15 to 25 pounds- each is not a: mean sight 
and represents indeed no small value. 


There are still millions of acres in Texas, Okla- 


homa and New Mexico where the wild turkey 
breeds plentifully, and where turkey hunting is 
great sport. -But of far more importance to the 
turkey market is the "still "hunting" which is 
carried on in the spring in many places to secure 
eK"S or possibly the very young birds in order to 
rafse the pure wild-blood turkey and introduce It 
Lnto tame flocks. The tame turkey has degener- 
ated until it is no longer the virile bird it was in 
the days of our pilgrim fathers, but the wild 
turkey is subject to no known disease. On some 
of the forest reserves the government is protect- 
ing the wild 'turkey for this important purpose 
of "using it ns a breeding stock.
